EVIDENTIARY HEARING (contd.): 

Oral motion by defendant for new counsel. Government is excused from the courtroom and sealed ex 
parte discussion is held with defendant and counsel. The Court finds no irreconcilable conflict between 
counsel and defendant. For the reasons stated on the record, defendant’s oral motion for new counsel 
is DENIED. Government returns to the courtroom.
